Richmond African Baptist Missionary Society. 


The annual meeting of the Richmond African 
Baptist Missionary Society, was held on Monday the 
8th inst. at 11 o’clock, in the First Baptist Meeting 
House in this city. A large number of coloured 
people were present, probably two thousand ; and 
the heart of the philanthropist and Christian, must 
have been gratified to witness the orderly deportment 
and Christian zeal evinced onthis occasion. 

Kev. Colston M. Waring, a pious warmhearted 
coloured man, from Petersburg, preached from 
Isaiah Ixii. 10. After which a collection was taken 
on behalf of the Society. The amount of money 
subscribed during the day was $81 63 cents. : 

This Society was formed in the spring of 1814, 
with the sole object of sending persons of colour as 
missionaries to Africa, since which time they have 
collected nearly 1000 dollars. About two-thirds of 
this sum has been expended in the outfit of Messrs. 
Lott Carey, and Colin Teague, of this city, who are 
now on the coast of Africa. Whether the hopes of 
‘the friends of these persons, in regard to their suc- 
‘cess in Africa, are to be realized or not, remains for 


‘time and the purposes of infinite wisdom to unfold.
